The 
same speaker told of one district 
where the boys and girls had gone 
in for registered wheat, and of the 
large quantity of grain these boys 
and girls had sold*to the seed grain 
department of the government at a 
premium of 50 cents on the bushel. 
Mr. Mackintosh stated that, that 
was in the northern portion of the 
province, and he asked why we could 
not do the same in the south, where 
conditions for wheat-growing are so 
much more favorable.

Edmontion, March 26.—Premier | 
Brownlee informed the Herald this 
morning that, at a conference be- 
tween himself and federal immigra- 
tion commissioner, W. L. Little this 
morning, it was agreed that the prov- 
ince would accept the proposal of 
the Dominion government relative 
to bringing in certain numbers of 
British settlers. 

The gist of the agreement is that 
the province will notify the Domin- | 
ion government of the number of 
such settlers it desires brought in. 
The government will, thereupon, 
endeavor to direct such number of! 
British settlers to the province, and 
the province take$ the responsibility 
to seeing that the settlers are suit- | 
ably located in the various districts 
in which they wish to carry on cer- 
tain kinds of farming. 

Mr. Brownlee said the agreement 
did not go as far as he would like 
it to, because transportation com- 
panies are bringing in at present 
many other settlers for which no} 
arrangements have been made. 
Under the new British _ settlers’ 
scheme, by the Domjnion assisting 
their passage by ship and rail, the 
settlers get a reduced rate which 
lands them at Alberta points for 
about $60 each. 

A similar agreement has _ been 
signed by Ontario, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia.

Budget Agreed To 

It has been expected that the 
budget debate, which opened Mon- 
day with the address of the leader 
of the opposition, J. C. Bowen, would 
continue till Wednesday, but it died 
on Monday evening, after one other 
Liberal, W. T. Henry, has spoken, 
and four Farmer members had re- 
plied to Mr. Bowen's criticisms. 

Other Liberals had been expected 
to speak, and Premier Brownlee was 
to have wound up the debate, but 
the Liberals showed no inclination to 
go on, and the Premier was out of 
the House that evening. There was 
no amendment, and no dissent when 
the budget motion was put. This is 
considered extraordinary, particular- 
ly in a pre-election session. 

In his address on the Budget the 
Liberal leader doubted the accuracy 
of the surplus announced last year, 
claiming that had it not been for the 
highway grant of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment being placed in income in- 
stead of capital, and the unusually 
high amount received in 1925 in suc- | 
cession duties there would have been | 
a surplus. The Government had 
added $27,000,000 to the bonded debt 
in the past five years, and had no 
policy. He suggested a 
vigorous land settlement policy, and 
a bigger effort to find coal markets. 

Answering the opposition leader, 
Hon. Geo. Hoadley said he had never 
listened to such a melancholy and 
pessimistic address, the publication |

COURAGE? 

Sudden return to London of Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, British ambassador 
to Turkey, has emphasized the 
sravity of the relations that are 
ping between Britain and the 
Ottoman Republic. 

But the

most interesting thing 
relations is not the 
questions involved themselves, but 
the new courage of the Turks in 
talking up to the first-class powers. 

Ten years ago, Turkey was a 
cringing nation, almost a thing’ of 
barter in the international market. 
Today she speaks out with the 
courage of a world power. 

And the condition that has 
wrought that change is the appear- 
ance of a dictator who has crystal- 
lized all the latent courage and in- 
tellect of Turkey into one tongue and 
one brain, 

What has happened in Turkey has 
also happened in Italy, Mussolini’s 
dictatorship has revived Italian 
spirit like old wine. 

The truth is that democracy puts 
nations to sleep, It makes them 
slow, heavy and dull. They create 
a machine and expect the machine 
to adjust everything and do every- 
thing, even the thinking. The men 
with natural leadership go into busi- 
ness, into industry, into the profes- 
sions—go everywhere except into 
politics, for the simple reason that 
polities no longer holds out the 
honor and glory it once did. 

Democracy is still an experiment— 
a very doubtful experiment. And 
leaders are still more valuable than 
fine theories,
